' prevont violence in Ircland, but tho nogotiations broke down on 
-Dacember 31 owing to the Premier insisting on the surrender of arms,

Bitter Campaign in Wales. 
7 London Febriie’ 'y H, 

His Majesty the King reopens Parliament to-morrow in pre-war 
splendour, their Majesties in State robes and wearing thelr crowns 
driving in a gilded coach ‘escorted by the, Household Cavalry, while 
the Foot Guards will reappoar in the glory of baarsking and scarlet 
tunics, Moreover, the Spanish, French, Italian. and: Japanese 
Ambassadors have decided to ride to Westminister in thoir State 
coaches. Their Majesties will be received at the entrance to the 
House of Lords with ancient pomp and ciroumataneds- but no 


spectators will greet the King in the Royal Gallery, as the. publio is |, 


still excluded from Parliament. This acknowledgment of Sinn Fein 
activities presages the topic which will -open the Parliamantary 
battle, for the Indopondent Liberals and Labourites givo Ireland the 
place of honour in their amendments to the Address in preference 


to unemployment and retrenchment, which will be SisGrOUSLy, 


debated later. 


There was a meoting of the Cabinet, presided over by Mr: 
Lloyd George to-day, on the ove of what the Government's critics 
describe as its most dangerous session, These oritics,;are’ not 
satisfied with the new Ministerial appointments, on the ground that 
they are a mero reshuffling of places. A curious foot is. that ‘Sir 
Worthington Evans has not been appointed Minister of Air, and it is 
presumed that Mr. Churchill will carry on the Air Ministry until a 
separate Minister is appointed. The changes involve only. one bye- 
election, namely at Dudley. 

Altogether five bye-clections aro ponding, the others being East 
Woolwich, Moseley, Cardiganshire and Penistone. The ‘most. in- 
teresting is Cardiganshire, where a religious and political. feud. of 
unparalleled bitterness is raging around the eae of’ Mr. 
Lloyd George among 23,000 Liberal electors, one™ sectio! regard- 
ing him as,a lost leader and the other as o national’ saviour. 
There has been much rowdiness. Mr. Evans (one of Mr. Lloyd 


‘|George’s private secretaries), who is opposing Mr. Llewellyn 


Williams (nomince of the Cardiganshire Liberal Association) belongs 
to the Calvinistic Me hodists, whose ministers are serene in. both 
camps, their most eloquent preacher, who is opposing Mr, Evans, 
being howled down. 
Welsh Baptists, which is Mr. Lioyd George's sect, is anti-Coalition. 
A meoting of Mr. Williams’ workers at Newquay was broken up, 
driven into the street and stoned. Mr. Williams had to circularise 
angry Aberystwyth students, utging them not to break up a wget 
ing addressed by Mr. Ian MacPherson on Satutday., . be: Boyd 
George is actively campeigning in. the constituency, with’ Lady 
Bonham Carter on the other side. Seven thousand Conservative 
electors will probably turn the scale in favour of Mr. Lloyd Géorge, 
who is expected to make an importunt statoment of Ministerial 
policy in the House of Commons in order to reassure tho doubting 
Thomases on the eve of the mune which takes plprs-¢ on the 18th- 
instant.

Motor Bus Service. 

The success of the scheme,

Sir,—In reply to your letter of 
the 8th October, I am directed by 
my Committee :to submit to you 
the following Report on the sub- 
ject ‘of the proposed Motor 
Omnibus Service in Kowloon, with 
specia] reference to the routes, 
minimum time-table, and the scale 
of fares to be charged. 

2.- A Sub-Committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the question, 
and its report was. fully. consider-

3. . After careful consideration 
and much discussion, and, bearing 
in mind the Government’s desire to 
open up the more remote parts of

6. A sketch plan is attached to 
facilitate reference, termini being 
indicated by the respective num- 
bers of the routes, each number 
being enclosed within a. circle. 
-%, Tho trafic on the various 
routes, and on different sections of 
the same route, will. not be. uni- 
form. The long routes have, 
therefore, been divided - into 
separate sections, each with its 
own fare and time-table, every

Provision for European 

Reservations. . —~ 

12. The question of aiming at 
the development of desirable out- 
lying districts as Buropean . re- 
sidential centres hag not been lost 
sight of, With this object in view, 
the triangular route Yaumati-Ho 
Mun Tin-Mong Kok Taui, through 
districts reasonably expected to be 
destined to become European re- 
servations, has been to attrfct at- 
tention to the advantages which 
these localitics offer for residen- 
tial purposes. : 

13. The scale of fares is not 
based on mileage, the-fares for 
each section being at the uniform 
rate of 5 Cents for firstclass and 2 
Cents for third-class. "This would 
considerably help in the develop- 
ment of the outlying districts, 
between Mong Kok Tsui and Lai- 
chikik and along the new’ road 
from Yaumati to..Kowloon City, 
which are eminently suitable as 
European: reservations for re- 
sidential areas, 
eco Similarly, fares and. time- 
table could, however, be modified 
as expericnce may demand, and 
this remark also applies to the per- 
manent stopping-places, those reé- 
commended by my Committee 
being purely experimental. : 

General. 

15. My Committee does not 
claim perfection for its schedule 
in the matter of routes, fares or 
time-table, and it realises that 
there are certain -branch routes, 
such as the one along the propos- 
ed new road from Mong Kok Tsui 
to the foot of the northern side 
of the ‘hill where the Blindenheim 
is situated, which will have to. be 
established in the near future. 

16; Provision must also be made 
from the experience gained: after, 
say three months’ trial, fora more 
frequent service at certain’ hours 
of the ‘day between centres of 
habitation and employment (for 
Eurdpeans, between 8 and 9.30 
am, and between 5 and 6.30 p.m. 
and at the mid-day recess). 

17. ‘The ‘Buses, most naturally, 
would be expected to await the 
arrival of the Star Ferries at Tsim 
Sha Tsui’ end the Hongkong- 
Yaumati and Hongkong-Shamshui- 
po ferries at points contiguous in 
euch case to the landing places. 

18. My Committce welcome with 
great satisfaction the Govern- 
ment assueance of financial aid to 
any company or individual con- 
ducting the Motor Omnibus Ser- 
vice in Kowloon, as it feels it must 
admit that some of-the routes in 
the proposed itinerary will not be 
remuncrative during the first few 
years, It is, however, confident 


that such a benevolent attitude on 
the part of the Government to- 
wards the proposed scheme will be 
amply repaid by the rapid develop- 
ment of districts which otherwise 
would ‘remain terra incognita for 
many years-to come. 

19. In conclusion,,my Committee 
desires me to express the hope 
that: its efforts to comply with the 
Government's desire for the co- 
op2ratjon of the Kowloon Re- 
giterits’ Association in the in- 
auguration of the proposed Motor 
Omnibus:Service.may aid and has- 
ten in some measure the early 
opening of communication be- 
tween Kowlpon -and ‘its environs,

We have received the followine| 
letter for publication :—~ 

Bir—Ro your paragraph of the 
ldth inet, relating to the Hong- 
kong Fire Brigade, I quite agree 
with you that the fire appliances | - 
of the Colony are not up-to-date. 
The water supply of the City is 
very poor and has failed the briga- 
’ de at many fires. The fire hydrants 
are not all that could be ex- 
pected, and it is quite common 
for the hydraht to be filled up 
with dirt, etc. which, as you 
know, will! hinder the best trained 
firemen. 

I wish to call your attention 
to a previous article in your 
paper in which you state that 
the firemen aro not trained, 
as I ean assur you 
that they have training under 
the fire-master, who also is a 
thoroughly trained man. I grant 
you it is not our profession, but 
can you tell me one instance in 
the past twelvo months that 
the Evropoean members © of 
the Brigade have not done 
all that could be expected from 
‘them? The Chinese firemen, [ 
decline to comment on. 

In last night’s paper you say 
that money is no object, as the 
Government has amplo. Then 
why have the people of Hongkong 
never thought of giving the pre- 
sent-day firemen an incronae ? 
Wo recoive the humble sum of 
$15. Do you honestly think that 
the above sum is sufficient to com- 
pensate for the. risks one 
runs at fires and collapses? 

The biggest part of that is paid 
away for the washing of clothes 
after a fire. At the prosent time, 
-we.aro appointed to the Firo 
‘Brigade in addition to our duties 
and are not asked if wo wish to 
join, as they did ,proviously, but 
very few of us refuse it, as most 
of us need all.tho dollars that wo 
can jay our hands on for personal 
Teasons of our. own.

‘The number’ of 
goneral insurance companies 
which have been ‘accepting 
marine business has been caus- 
ing considerablo uneasiness 
among underwriters, ‘and as the 
old hull agreement in practice 
worked ‘rather strongly to the 
advantage of the sompanies, 
there was a strong tendency to 
scrap it and risk the- resulting 
disadvantages. This: has boon 
avoided by a spirit of give and 
take on both sides, and every- 
body ‘stands to gain by the 
incroased stability’ of the 
market. The chief points 
in -the now arrangement ave 
that the companies agree to limit 
their lines te 3 per cent. on 
steamers whose values lie 
between £30,000 and £250,000, 
and to 5 per cont..on those up to. 
£500,000. Under £30,000 and 
over £500,000 value they are 
unrestricted. At the same time 
it was agreed toallow a reduction 
in value up.to-10 per cent. of the 
highest value in previous ‘policy 
without charging any oxtra 
premium, a concession to the 
shipowner which will very greatly 
be appreciated. Also a basis is 
arranged for any further reduct- 
ion in value should experience 
prove that it is required.

MINISTERS TO GET A “RISE.” 


The Board of Directors, with the various managers and sub- 
managers, of that extensive concern'the British Empire (which Dr. 
Inge has lately heen telling us bas ceased to bo a going concern) 
are to get an increase of “ serew.” This is what wo have all been 
aftor, 40 it is nol astonishing that Ministers have followed suit, 
except that some people may say that they are overpaid already. 
That, while thero is a good deal to be said for it, is to some extent a 
matter of opinion, but there is no doubt that certain inequalities ‘in 
the emoluments called for readjustment, and H.C.L, affects 
Ministers as well as others, perhaps more, hence the appointment 
of a Select Committee to inquire into the whole subject. In this 
instance there is.less cause for objection, because the total of the 
pill will be fittle affected; the chango being fram £159,000 per annum 
-to £162,000, At first sight this is rather surprising having regard to 
the various “incroages.” The explanation is that the pay of some 
offices is reduced, while others are abolished. . . 

Jt is proposed to increase tho Premior's salary to £8,000. 
Probably many people are unaware that tho head of the Cabinet 
receives only the same salary as the Secretaries of State, viz. £5,000; 
To be precise, the British Prime Minister as such does not receive 
‘any pay whatever, his salary being derived from the office of First 
Lord of the Treasury, which is attached to the Premiership. It 
may surprise many still more that, ‘until the war, the Prime 
Minister had no constitutional existence; neither, for the matter of 
that, had the Cabinet (in its collective capacity as distinct from the 
individual Ministers composing it). Mr. Lloyd George's salary will 


* yemain at £5,000. us he does not wish to benefit by a recommenda- 


tion that he will be called’ upon to endorse, Apart from the 
Premier,- there are to, be five classes of Ministera’ at 
£5,000, £3,000, £2,000, £1,500, and £1,000 per annum respectively. 
The first category will compose the’Cabinet, There aro to be.just a 
dozen members of it—-unless others are promoted to that rank. 
The Secretaries for Scotland and for Kducation aro to be of the 
select number, which gives them a big lift. from £2,000. These are 
offices of first-rate importance, though, and there is a precedent in 
the large advance of pay given to Mr. John Burns when at tho 
head of the now-defunct Local Government, Board, which, gave

A Popular Misapprehension. 


Sir Thomas Devitt's resignation 
of the Chairmanship of Lloyd's 
Register of Shipping has led a 
Daily Express writer into a rather 
common error. We have the oft- 
told tale, which nevertheless 
bears re-telling, of how Edward 
Lloyd, an enterprising, coffee- 
house keeper of the early vight- 
eenth century, made his unost- 
entatious but snug establishment 
into the recognised resort of sea 
captains, shipowners, merchants, 
and underwriters. Ono of his 
activities was to issuo a sheat of 
shipping and mercantile nows, 
which is now ’-published as a 
daily paper: Out of these 
heginnings grew the , powerful 
Corporation of Lloyd's, the head- 
quarters of marine intelligence 
and insurance, which for a 
century and a half has: been 
located at ‘tho Royal Exchange, 
So complete has it shipping news 
service een through tho in- 
strumentality of agents in all the 
ports of the world that during tho 
Napoleonic wars it was able to 
furnish the State with"information 
from abroad in’ advance of the 
Government couriers. The link 
with the authorities has given 
the institution a semi-official 
character. All the same, Lloyd's 
world-wide prestige rests in the

Well, to begin wi' 
when Mr. “Pussyfoot tried to 
popularise the idea of Prohibttion 
in Scotland it was easily seen, | 
in the early stages _— of 


the game, that tle average 
Scotsman could not countenance 
compulsory temperance. Nor 
did he. The Temperance Act has 
nota word in it regarding Pro- 
hibition, “No ‘Licence,". yes; but 
there’s-a mighty difference be- 
tween the two when ye get down 
toit, The.“ Trade’ wasna’ long 
in saveeing this, and, by the 
Hokey Fly, they. kept this issue 
before the electors fight up to 
the end..Mind ye, Scotland ‘is 
still a placé where individual 
liberty is respected, but the 
Temperance Party went off the 
rails when: they went in spirit 
farther than the letter of the 
Local Veto: Bill warranted, by in- 
troducing to the notice of douce 
citizens ithe organised .activities 
of Mr. Johnson and that dreaded 
word Prohibition. In other words, 
most folks refused te be forced 
willy-nilly into the idea that they 
couldna’ take a drink and leave 
italone. It was bad tactics that 
lost the day. 7 
There were other reasons of a 
secondarynature, The organisa- 
tion of the dope dispensers was 
fir.in front of that-of the teeto- 
talera. The pub and the grocer’s 
back shop” beqame committee 
rooms and their trade was their 
politics. They were fighting for 


‘their existence and bread and 


butter ; diamonds and holidays in 
Switzerland, motor -cars and 
salmon fishing were not things 
lightly to be discarded for a mere 
principle, : 

When they told working 
class’ folka that. Prohibition 
meant a great deal of extra un- 
employment, they got their mead 
ofsympathy. Whrn they told of 
the millions in. revenue the Ex- 
chequer would lose, every, fuddle- 
brained economist realised the 
country’s peri] and did his best to 
avoid the crash by inserting his 
cross on the voting paper. that 
Scotland might escapo the odium, 
_ Then the ides took root in many 
places that the Act resembled 
class legislation. With the pro- 
letariat in its present temper, the] 
move had ite merits and proved 


. . 


extremely difficult to ohackmate. 
Why should — the, middle 
and. upper lasses be free 
to stock their cellars and 
the horny-handed son of toil be 
be unable. to administer unto 
himself, when-he chose the “ wee 
haufs" so essential to his hoalth 
and pleasure? : : 


. Yet upon my word and soul I 
believe that most folks desire a 
change. A cleaner social life is 
required. The way ‘in . which 
folks support healthy ontertain- 
monta surely proves that the 
masses have other sspirations 
than to crowd shoop-like into a 
hole in the wall, a description 
which certainly fits the majority 
of public-houses in our Scottish 
cities to-day, The oxtinction of 
dingy taverns in our mean streets 
should havo pride of place in our 
future social programme. I grant 
you that the ‘crowded, cheerless 
and comfortless homes of lots of 
city folk is the chief asset of the 
many boozing howfs in our most 
populous: districts, Maybe I’m 
putting the cart before the horse 
in directing attention to the pub 
firet and foremost, but, as things 
aro at-preeent, we can reform the 
latter more quickly than we can 
ever hope to do in the case of 
the former. es, 


‘Having this in view, I would 
say that the “ Trade" have gain- 
ed a respite rather than a victory, 
Tt now remains to be seen as to 
what they are going to do with 
it. The public momory is 
short, but: the  ‘Trado” 
were long in promises 
made when it was somewhat un- 
certain what the publio verdict 
would be. This organised busi- 
ness which .has so recently 
demonstrated its power. in Scot- 
land is surely powerful onough 
to devise an arrangement of 
premises whore the Club element 
will at Jeast be faintly recognis- 
able. The public house must be 
reformed. - The "Trade " mustbe 
made to understand that no 
social reformer will compromise 
wi’ drunkenness, The publican 
must enlist on the side out 
against over-indulgence which is 
to-day among the things -that 
handicaps Scotland in the 
world’s industrial race. 


Now if this wero o play I was 
writing, instead of a gangling 
letter, it would be simple to 
switch: to the next part, “The 
same scene, twolve hours later” 
covers a lot of bad technique, 
and, what's more forbye, saves 
quite a lot of scenery.

XVII.—The First. Priyate|

On the 29th of January 18954 
took place the first private execu- 
tion in the Colony. Much 
controversy had tuken place over 
a lengthy period as to the manner 
in) which capital punishment 
should be carried out, there being 
a xtrony, Official. opinion that 
publicity was necessary in order 
to deter native evildoers, The 
residents, on the other hand, had

By degreés privacy was reach- 
od, Prior to 1856 the last ordeal of 
the law had been curried out on a 
‘picco of ground near: tho old 
Naval.
